CLASS  HISTORY 


Fresh  from  high  school,  eager  for  advanced  knowledge,  one  hundred  and  six  young  squaws 
and  braves  strode  into  the  wigwams  of  Wilmington  College,  September  6,  1949.  After  nine  days 
of  "track"  and  "hunt",  all  the  warriors  had  located  their  tepees.  This  was  the  day  that  the 
Chiefs  of  the  tribe  had  called  an  assembly  of  their  whole  village.  The  peace  pipe  was  otticially 
offered  to  those  at  the  assembly,  and  the  village  councils  and  activities  were  opened  to  alL 
With  the  advent  of  October,  time  was  taken  out  to  celebrate  the  Indian  Summer  —  the  nrsi 
social  frolic  of  the  year. 

Among  the  many  activities  being  carried  on,  a  povi^wow  was  held  to  make  plans  for  publish- 
ing an  annual.  Ruth  Maultsby  was  elected  Editor-in-Chief;  and  Jackie  Cowan,  Joe  Johnston 
Howard  Kester,  Shirley  Johnson  and  Robert  Miller  agreed  to  help  with  the  chronicle.  The  annua 
staff  planned  to  use  the  proceeds  from  a  Hallowe'en  party  that  they  were  planning^  A  co.ortui 
account  of  the  success  of  this  War  Dance  was  given  in  the  first  issue  of  the  SEAHAWK  on  INovem- 
ber  3.     Doug  Sessoms  was  elected  Editor-in-Chief  of  the  Indian  publication. 

In  December,  delegates  were  sent  to  Raleigh  for  the  big  powwow  of  the  State  Student  Legis- 
lature. The  tribe  was  proud  of  the  work  achieved  by  its  young  Councilmen,  Doug  Sessoms,  Wal- 
ter Biggs  and  David  Smith. 

At  Christmas  time  everyone  was  busy  buying  and  wrapping  gifts  for  the  annual  Christmas 
party.  For  entertainment,  Jackie  Cowan,  Dora  Nelle  Pitts.  Mona  Faye  Games,  and  David 
Smith  helped  present  a  one-act  play. 

During  the  new  semester  Wilmington  College  held  "Open  House"  to  display  its  beautiful  new 
library,  biology  and  physics  equipment. 

T'he  third  annual  banquet  was  held  at  the  Famous  Club  and  Grill  on  April  23.  On  this 
occasion,  John  J.  Burney  was  guest  speaker.  The  final  graduation  exercises  held  on  May  2b, 
ended  the  first  year  of  the  tribe's  sojourn  at  Wilmington  College. 

Those  well  enough  versed  in  Indian  lore  trooped  back  to  Wilmington  College  September  6 
1950,  to  begin  the  second  year  of  training.  Walter  Biggs  was  elected  Chief  of  the  Student 
Body  George  Jones,  Second  Chief;  Jackie  Cowan,  Wampum  Keeper;  Doug  Sessoms,  Chief  ot  the 
Second  Year  Class:  Mona  Faye  Caines  and  Sam  Jones,  Representatives  to  the  Indian  War  Coun- 
cil; and  Mr.  Crews,  Faculty  Advisor.  The  Student  Body  Chief  called  the  first  viJage  assembly 
on  September   15,  to  welcome  the  new  braves  and  squaws  to  the  tribe. 

The  first  social  frolic  of  the  year,  September  29,  was  an  occasion  for  much  merriment  for 
the  young  braves  since  the  Nurses  from  James  Walker  Memorial  Hospital  were  special  guests. 

This  social  was  such  a  great  success  that  everyone  was  ready  for  another  one  by  the  time 
Hallowe'en  rolled  around.  Pumpkins,  black  cats,  broomsticks  and  witches  were  scattered  all 
over  the  village  green.     Warpaint  and  gay  plumes  of  feathers  adorned  everyone. 

After  the  excitement  of  Hallowe'en  had  subsided,  things  of  a  more  serious  nature  were  taken 
up  Preparations  were  made  for  another  annual.  This  time,  Joe  Johnston  was  elected  Editor- 
in-Chief  with  Mona  Faye  Caines,  Sam  Jones  and  Jackie  Cowan  assisting.  The  tribal  Chiet  pre- 
pared a  bill  to  be  presented  at  the  State  Student  Legislature  in  Raleigh.  Doug  Sessoms  Walter 
Biggs  and  George  Jones  were  elected  to  represent  the  tribe,  with  Mona  Faye  Caines  as  an  alternate. 
The  whole  village  had  a  lot  of  fun  at  the  Christmas  party.  First,  there  were  two  one-act 
plays  Walter  Biggs,  Abner  Tartt,  Mona  Faye  Caines,  Doug  Sessoms,  Jackie  Cowan,  David  Lock- 
amy  and  Sam  Jones  took  part  in  the  play.  Then  there  were  gifts  for  all.  and  finally  Miss 
Pickard  was  surprised  by  a  wedding  gift  from  the  tribe. 

After  exams  the  SEAHAWK  Staff  was  reorganized  with  Bill  Deppe  as  Editor-in-Chief.  Mona 
Faye  Caines,  Sam  Jones,  Robert  Pugh,  Joe  Johnston,  Harriett  Beckett,  and  Jackie  Cowan  assisted 
on  this  Indian  publication. 

The  braves  of  the  SEAHAWK  team  won  their  first  basketball  game  February  21,  1951,  at 
Chowan  College.     The  score  was  76-61. 

The  first  semi-formal  War  Dance  was  held  at  White's  Lodge   on  March   10. 
The  Dramatics  Club  presented  a  Negro  minstrel  on  April  5.     Participating  in  the  play  were 
Abner  Tartt,  David  Lockamy,  Harriett  Beckett,  Jr.ckie    Cowan,    Sam   Jones,   Mona   Faye   Caines, 
Doug  Sessoms,  and  Joe  Johnston. 

The  fourth  annual  banquet  was  given  on  April  19  at  the  Famous  Club  and  Grill,  in  which  a 
steak  supper  was  enjoyed  and  basketball  letters  were  awarded  to  the  Seahawks'  Basketball  Team. 
There  were  eighteen  braves  and  one  squaw  to  graduate.  As  the  young  braves  and  squaw 
walked  up  the  aisle  to  get  their  diplomas,  they  felt  proud  because  they  had  completed  a  course 
at  Wilmington  College;  but  there  is  much  sadness;  there  is  the  leaving  of  the  dear  old  wig- 
wams and  "brave"  friends.  CInss  Historians,

ROTT  and  GARLAND  BORDEAUX,  Of  course,  the  high  point  of  the  whole  affair  came  when 
REVEREND  ROBERT  PUGH  introduced  his  guest  speaker,  ARCHBISHOP  DEWITT  KENNEDY, 
who  spoke  against  world  temptations  of  any  form.  He  started  with  a  bold  plea  for  no  one  to 
buy  composer  JOHN  SLOAN'S  latest  hit,  "Ninety-Nine  Bottles  of  Beer  On  the  Wall."  When  the 
musical  genius  had  been  asked  how  such  a  smash  was  born,  he  said.  "It  came  to  me  in  a  dream." 
Also,  ARCHBISHOP  KENNEDY  was  rather  critical  of  JACKIE  COWAN'S  best-selling  novel,  Two 
Years  With  A  Rumhead,  which  is  now  having  its  world  premier  as  a  motion  picture  in  Lumber- 
ton,  N.  C. 

After  church,  I  always  like  to  stop  off  at  my  favorite  newsstand,  which  is  owned  and  oper- 
ated by  two  of  my  former  college  chums,  GUS  STEFANADIS  and  GEORGE  JONES.

FORMY-DUVAL.  and  SONNY  GAINEY.  The  music  is  provided  by  JOE  "GLENN"  JOHNSTON, 
and  the  orchestra  has  FRANCIS  SHEPHERD  as  star  soloist.  Mr.  Harrell  tells  me  the  food  is 
guaranteed,   but  he  never  did  say  against  what.
